BUILDING SCREEN 

Reports of further Japanese land. 
ings jn the Solomon Islands north- 
east of Australia were regarded 
here as indications that the enemy 
was establishing a protective screen 
around his base at Rabaul, on New 
Britain. 

It is no secret that the Japanese 
have massed and are continuing to 
mass powerful forces at Rabaul, 
which has frequently been attacked 
by Australian and American bomb- 
ers. These forces are believed to 
be of “invasion proportions,” it was 
said here, and this appeared con- 
firmed by the increasing strength 
of Allied air attacks. 

There was no reason to believe, 
it was emphasized, that the enemy 
has been stopped dead or battered 
‘beyond repair—although that is 
what allied airmen hope to do soon,

The goal of the program is a 
“sound but lean civilian economy,” 
Nelson declared, adding that no one 
yet knew how “lean” jt can be but 
that it will “get leaner and leaner as 
the war pro: ‘am goes on.” 

“We're taking away from the peo- 
ple things which make the standard 
of living,” Nelson said in his dis- 
cussion of the changes at a press 
conference, but “this is the way of 
total all-out war and the price of 
early victory.” 


Japan Minister 
Orders 13 Suits

An Editorial 


“Vision And Courage” 


(ANapa is making a magnificent war effort in providing 

food, munitions and mechanical equipment of all kinds. 
With an affirmative vote on the plebiscite on April 27, we 
will be free to put into force a real selective service for 


manpower. 


The generous gift of one thousand millions of dollars 
and an advance of seven hundred millions of dollars, with- 
out interest, to Great Britain is hailed everywhere as a 
great contribution to the security of the British Common- 


wealth. 


It is on the home front where Canada lags sadly be- 
hind her sister nations. There is money for the security 
of Britain, and rightly so. But there appears to be no 
money for the social security of Canadians. 


Canada needs to add to Unemployment Insurance, 
Health Insurance and a fair and just Old Age Pension of 
a minimum of $30 per month to all our needy citizens over 
60 years of age. No one out of a job at 60 has any chance 
of securing a position for the rest of his days. 


The records show that out of 100 young Canadians 
Starting life at 25, after 40 years, 36 of them will be dead, 
one will be well-to-do, four will live comfortably, five will 
be gainfully employed and 54 will be entirely dependent 


upon relatives and friends, 


That is to say, out of those who are alive at the age 
of 65, a full 83.3 per cent will be destitute. 


Donald Gordon, deputy governor of the Bank of Can- 
ada and chairman of the Wartime Prices Board, says the 
billions of dollars being spent in war industries have 
created huge bank accounts and surplus spending power 
which indicate serious inflation. 


No such condition exists in the three prairie provinces 
where farmers, since 1929, have been in a continuous 
state of bankruptcy due to lack of parity prices for their 
products—although farming is the basic industry of Can- 
ada and an essential war industry. 


It is about time Ottawa gave Canadians a new gee! 


on the home front. 


Parity prices for the farmers would not cost the tax- 
payer any more than our gift of a thousand million dol- 
lars to Britain because war finance is simply a bookkeep- 
ing routine with drastic taxation siphoning back into the 
federal treasury excess profits. But it can and should 
provide a fair distribution of the productive wealth of 


Canada. 


When President Roosevelt undertook, nine years ago, 
to share American productive wealth among American 
people by giving farmers parity prices and providing 
social security for the aged and helpless, he said that 
“courage and vision” were all that was necessary to good 


government. 


Ottawa needs some of that “courage and vision” today.

Train .OF Supplies

Farmers Likely 
To Be On Land 
Within 10 Days 


Providing weather conditions 
are favorable, it is expected many 
Alberta farmers will be on the 
‘land within the next 10 days, 
according to the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture. 
Immediate start on farming opera: 
tions is planned in some areas, and 
in the Bremner district some farm- 
ers had already started work early 
in the month when they were 
forced to suspend operations due 
to the week-end snowstorm. 

The department of agriculture 
points out that the blanket of snow 
will improve the moisture situation, 
as there is little frost in the ground 
and the moisture will be quickly 
absorbed when the snow thaws. 


Referring to the seed situation, 
O. S. Longman, field crops commis- 
sioner, said Tuesday there appeared 
to be supplies of seed on hand. 

Demand for coarse grain and flax 
seed will likely be higher this year 
Owing to the fact the department 
of agriculture is urging the sow.ng 
of increased acreage to these grairs 
This policy is being advocated due 
to the existing huge carry-over of 
wheat, farmers being urged to 
raise a larger crop for livestock 
feeding purposes as a substitute for 
wheat. 

As edible oil is more in demand 
owing to a reduction in supplies 
due to the war, production of flax 
is being urged. 

It is expected there wil! be an in- 
crease in the seeding of oats and 
barley for livestock feed. In this 
connection “an @Xtra stipply of seed 
barley has been obtained by the 
provincial government. There are 


now 60,000 bushels available for 


sale to farmers at market prices

Madras had its first air 
raid warning today but no

ras on the east coast not more 
than 10 Japanese planes took

The damage at Vizagapatam, ‘sile 
of a British naval base, was light 
and only a few casualties were 
caused at Cocadana

British Warship 
Havock Wrecked 


LONDON, April 7. — (CP) — The 
Admiralty announced today that 
the British destroyer Havock had 
been wrecked off the coast of 
French Tunisia. 

Only one sailor lost his life in 
the wreck, the Admiralty said, add- 
ing that the 1,340-ton vessel was a 
total loss. The rest of the normal 
crew of 145 were “believed safe.” 

(The Malians claimed they had 
sunk the Havock), 

The eight-year-old warship parti- 
cipated in the destruction of six 
German merchant ships and the 
munitions ship Ravensfeldt at Nar- 
vik, April 10, 1940. She was un- 
scratched, though two destroyers of 
the force of five were lost.

ROUND-UP OF REPORTS 
Although discretion is necessary 


in reporting the results, it is pos- 
sible to reveal some of the things 
accomplished by the underground 
army. A round-up of intelligence 
reports shows: 

Germany—The Forback powder 
plant, one of the greatest, was fore- 
ed to close down for several days 
after an “accident”. For several days 
before the “accident” Anti-Fascist 
leaflets were circulated in the plant 
and neighboring villages. The ges- 
tapo made several arrests. 

A series of explosions reported- 
ly occurred in the Deuches muni- 
tion works near Berlin. Foreign 
workmen were arrested, 

A chemical plant near Dusseldorf, 
where several hundred foreigners 
are employed. was damaged by an 
explosion, Fire and explosions at 
the Goering works, near Linz, des- 
troyed several shops, it was report- 
ed. Thousands of Poles, Czechs, 
Belgians and Frenchmen work fn 
this plant., 

Several mechanics at Neuberg 
have been sent to prison for from 
five to eight years for breaking their 
lathes. 

Czechoslovakla—Sabotage report- 
edly has been increasing at dhe 
great Skoda arms works, At Pil- 
sen, 17 workers reportedly were 
wounded when storm troopers fired 
on strikers 

An arms factory at Brno, where 
the Bren gun is made, was closed 

for 14 hours when a power station 
Was damaged. The next day three 
explosions occurred in the machine 
gun assembly shop. At the Skoda 
plant a militaly guard stands at 
every fifth machine, 

France—Seventy-four steel foun- 
dries have been sabotaged, 18,000 
trucks loaded with war materials 
destroyed, 30 ammunition dumps 
blown up and 184 trains derailed. 
Output of a Paris faciory Was re- 
duced 45 per cent by damage to 
tools, 

Hungary—Six of the country’s 
largest industrial plants have been 
damaged seriously and there have! 
been demonstrations against the 
government because of its pro-Axis| 
policies. Also storage centres also 
were damaged. .

French prisoners in Germany, 
makes Laval's position stronger 


Many Questions 
Received About 
Service Policy 


By GRANT DEXTER 
Edmonton Bulletin Ottawa Bureau 
OTTAWA, April 7.—Floods of 

questions sweep in on Ottawa 
with respect to the sclective ser- 
vice regulations. Officials in 
charge cannot answer all of 
them for the reason that many 
questions have not been foreseen. 
The regulations, it is explained, 
were drawn up speedily and many 
holes have been discovered which 
will have to be plugged. 

Here are a few questions, how- 
ever, with such answers as are now 
available. 

Order-in-council 2250 deals with 
restricted occupations and provides 
that no male person shall get a job 
in any such occupation unless he 
has a permit from the National Sel- 
ective Service authorities or is less 
than 17 years and more than 45 
years of age, has been discharged 
from the armed forces, or is physic- 
ally unfit for service. 

LIST OF OCCUPATIONS 

Clause one of the schedule com- 
prises a list of occupations—book- 
keeper, cashiers, stenographers, 
typists, etc. Clause two includes 
@ny Occupation in wholesale or re- 
tail trade, advertising and real es- 
tate. The following clauses enum- 
erate a long list of businesses 

The question being asked is why 
enumerate ten _ occupations in 
clause one and proceed, later, to 
deal with any occupation? 

The answer is that restricted in- 
dustries and restricted occupations 
are different things. Everybody em- 
ployed in a restricted industry is 
covered by this order. But every- 
body working in essential indust 
~—in war industry—is not regarded 
as essential Thus bookkeepers, 
cashiers, stenographers, typists, 
clerks, office appliance operators, 
messengers, salesmen and sale 
clerks, and taxicab drivers come 
under the restricted regulations 
whether they are working for es- 
sential industry or not. A war in- 
dustry cannot employ a man in any 
of these categories unless under 
permit or unless he is unfit for 
military service. It is wrong to be- 
lieve that every working for 
war industry is regarded as esgen- 
tial.

KUIBYSHEV, U.S.S.R., April 
7.— (AP) —Thirty German - oc- 
cupied communities and a large 
railway station have fallen before 
fierce Red Army attacks in the 
last two days in one sector of the 
western front, military dispatches 
reported today. 

Intensified aerial warfare was re- 
ported to have cost the Germans 
415 planes in the eight days from 
March 29 through April 5 while 
Red Army losses were held to 84. 

Soviet fliers and gunners des- 
froyed 119 German aircraft in 
sky combat and on airdromes 
Easter Sunday alone while “our 
losses were 17 planes,” the Soviet 
information bureau said. 

(The bureau's figures indicated 
aerial action of a scope unparallel- 
ed in Russia since the first days of 
the German invasion last summer. 


Such details, however, as the major | 


combat areas and the proportion of 
victims shot down were not an- 
nounced.) 

Red army men were officially de- 
clared to have killed 2,300 Germans 
in two days on the Leningrad front 
and recaptured 18 more settlements 
on the Kalinin front to the south. 

“On another sector of the front.” 
the information bureau said, “Soviet 
artillerymen in two days fighting 
destroyed 17 blockhouses and de- 
fence works and five machine-gun 
nests,” 

Tass declared in an Istanbul dis- 
paich that some men of a Hungarian 
regiment ordered to Russian front 
had revolted. About 70 soldiers who 
signed a petition saying they did 
not Want to fight the Russians were 
arrested and ring leaders were shot, 
it said.

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Stabilizing The Farming Business 


New Zealand, with less than half the 
area of Alberta, is said to have 20 sheep 
per head of the human population, and 
last year sold $43,000,000 worth of mut- 
ton, while supplying 10 per cent of the 
world’s demand for wool. In_ pre-war 
years the exports of butter amounted to 
about $50,000,000 per year. These facts 
from the records of the smallest of the 
Dominions, and the farthest from the 
great consuming markets for such pro- 
ducts, strihingly illustrate the part live- 
stock can play in the agriculture of a 
country naturally Suited to that branch of 
farming. 

Alberta is also well adapted to live- 
stock production, and under influence of 
war demands is increasing both the size 
and number of its flocks and herds and 
the quality of the animals kept. The latter 
fact is said to be apparent in. the sheds and 
show rings at the fair grounds where Ed- 
monton’s Spring Stock Show is in pro- 
gress this week. It is alg peited also in the 
outcome of the sale of bulls which closed 
the Calgary Show on Friday, when sub- 
stantially higher average prices were paid 
than a year ago. 

There is no basis for stable farm pros- 
perity so dependable as diversified pro- 
duction. That the livestock branch is ex- 
panding in Alberta is good news. That the 
quality is improving is even better. 


The Easter Exchange 


The Japanese celebrated Easter Sun- 
day in typical Axis fashion, by making a 
surprise bombing raid on Colombo, the 
capital city of the island of Ceylon. But 
the surprise turned out to be in the recep- 
tion, not the raid. Vice-Admiral Layton 
had been planning for such an occasion, 
and of 75 enemy bombers which reached 
the city, 27 were shot down and 25 more 
damaged, some so crippled that they un- 
doubtedly crashed into the sea on the way 
back to base. It is doubtful if in any thea- 
tre a mass attack has fared so badly. A 
raid in which two-thirds of the attacking 
planes are destroyed and crippled is a cost- 
ly defeat. 

All told it is calculated that 92 Japan- 
ese planes were put out of commission 
over the week-end, about half of them com- 
pletely wrecked; with Allied losses small 
in comparison, Add the commando raid 
from Australia on a Japanese base in 
Java—which carried off and destroyed a 
great quantity of equipment, and picked 
up 200 survivors from a torpedoed ship 
on the way home—and the exchange of 
blows is seen to have been very decidedly 
damaging to the enemy. 

Particularly damaging because of the 
air losses inflicted upon him, and also for 
the indication that Indian bases may be 
much better prepared against attack than 
has been supposed. If the Ceylon raid was 
a feeler, intended to find out whether any 
serious opposition must be looked for in 
India, the information obtained will be 
highly unsatisfactory at Tokyo. 

The immediate result of the week-end 
operations throughout the whole area is 
to whittle down Japanese air superiority 
by a substantial amount, while the plain 
inference is that Allied air power is being 
built up.faster than the junkers thought 
would be possible. 


The Spy Ring At Rio 


News from Rio de Janeiro of the dis- 
covery there of a spy ring, equipped with 
powerful radio stations, which operated 
as a clearing house of information gath- 
ered in this hemisphere and forwarded to 
Germany, can hardly excite surprise. The 
surprise would be if the ring has not also 
been acting as a directorate of Axis agents 
in both the Americas, The known extent 
of the under-ground network of Nazi and 
Fascist financial-political connections that 
has been spread over South America be- 
speaks the existence somewhere of a di- 
recting and corelating agency in direct 
touch with Berlin and perhaps Rome also. 
Likely enough the gang rounded up by 
the Rio police has been functioning as a 
two-way concern, : 

Since early in the war the Canada 
Gazette has published with surprising fre- 
quency long lists of names of persons and 
firms in Central and South America with 
whom it was dangerous, and therefore 
illegal, for Canadians to have business 
dealings. These names must total some 
scores of thousands. So widespread a 
working organization for the Axis powers 
did not come into existence by accident, 
nor overnight. It could only have been 
built up by the lavish expenditure of money 
over a period of several or even of many 
years. 

The authorities at the Brazilian capital 
have done good work in unearthing what 
is probably the headquarters of this vast 
sabotage conspiracy. Their investigations 
and the prosecutions which will result in 
due course, following the recent trials in 
New York, should for practical purposes 
immobilize the fifth-column in this hemis- 
phere. The exposures should in them- 
selves startle the people of South American 
countries with the realization of how their 
supposed immunity from attack has been 
undermined in preparation for open on- 


slaught. 
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Welcome For The Japs? 


After his Congress party had rejected 
the British plan, Mahatma Gandhi issued 
a Statement saying “If I have any influ- 
ence over India’s policies, foreigners will 
be welcome provided their presence is 
beneficial to the country.” 

If this cryptic observation has any re- 
lation to present circumstances, the impli- 
cation is pretty clear. It is that Gandhi 
would have his followers meet the Japan- 
ese and ask them what they propose to do 
in India, and if they could show intentions 
which would be “beneficial to the country” 
—admit them without resistance. 

The Japanese being good at making 
promises, the outcome of the interview 
can be assumed. They would move in, bag 
and baggage, under the auspices of the 
welcoming committee, and proceed to turn 
India into an arsenal 
ground, as they did in Malaya and are do- 
ing at the present time in Burma. 

London seems to have suspected this 
is the kind of “resistance” the Congress 
party would offer to the invaders, for its 
proposal hinged on the condition that the 
defence of India must remain in British 
hands. Gandhi's statement, if it has any 
bearing on the subject under discussion, 
cA eeAl the correctness of that suspicion, 
and. explains why the Congress leaders 
have so insistently demanded control over 
the defence policy. Have they already 
made a deal with Tokyo? 

The defence of India is not simply a 
question of what would be “beneficial” to 
India. The larger question is whether the 
Axis powers are, or are not, to be allowed 
to turn the resources, and so far as they 
could the manpower also of India, to ac- 
count in their purpose to destroy free gov- 
ernment there and everywhere else in the 
world. 

That is a matter of very much more 
importance than the pacifist mumblings 
of Gandhi and the doubtful gestures of 
some of his far from idealistic associates,

Farm Machinery 


Editor, Bulletin: Your issue of 
the 28th only reached here today 
on our twice a week mail and the 
first thing that struck me was 
your editorial “Farmers’ Tragic 
Plight”, 

I just thought I would give 
you a little indication of what I 
know of as the farmer's plight 
and if you will undertake to 
make a little investigation the 
revealing information will be 
forthcoming, and that is the price 
of farm machinery, 

Do you know that on the 4th 
of September last the machine 
agents throughout this country 
received a circular directing that 
the price of machinery be raised 
five per cent over the existing 
1941 tariff prices, and these 1941 
tariff prices were a boost over 
the 1940 prices, In other words 


there was two increases in the! 
cost of farm machinery made by | 


the big companies during the 
year 1941, the latter one of the 
4th of September, as I have stat- 
ed, being 5 per cent and this has, 
I know, been added to the 1941 
prices, : 

You will see that’ by strange 
form of coincidence these tariffs 
were fortunate enough to have 
Come up just 11 days before the 
price ceilings were announced, 
Now isn't that just exactly the 
right word—coincidence? Never- 
theless the farmer pays the raise, 

I could give you a long history 
of the farm machine business 
since the Bennett government 
with their 25 per cent tariff on 
American goods was reduced by 
the King government in the ses- 
sion of 1936 to 742 per cent. In- 
cidentally 1936 prices were high- 
er than 1935 and in spite of the 
so-called Machine Combine In- 
vestigation by a parliamentary 
commission, which did nothing, 
every season without exception 
Since that time has seen an in- 
crease of farm machinery prices,

Hitler, of course, is expected 
to make a gargantuan attempt to 
drive back the Russians. But 
this campaign has developed to 
the point where such a thrust 
would be defensive rather than 
offensive in nature for the sim- 
ple reason that, today, there is 
more likelihood of the Russians 
driving into Germany, with their 
army of ten million men, than 
there is of the Nazis driving into 
Russia with their two and a half 
million men. 

Russia, of course, is bound to 
take heavy punishment when 
the German drive begins. There 
will be bad news, at first. But 
of the ultimate outcome there is 
not the slightest doubt. 

But this action, on Hitler's 
part, will be actually defensive 
action. : 

The point of controversy is 
this: what will be the goal or 
goals of Hitler's purely offensive 
drives as this year wears on? 


Nazi Objective 


It seems to me that this ques- 
tion answers itself with another 
question. If we can find out what 
the Axis needs most, we can_be- 
gin to predict the course of Nazi 
action. 

There does not seem to be any 
doubt that the greatest Axis 
need is oil. And the Axis strategy, 
for the time being, at least, will 
take the pattern of the easiest 
and quickest route to important 
oi] fields, 

The qualiy of gasoline and 
lubricating oil in German planes 
and tanks captured by the Rus- 
sians is reported not of the best, 
The octane rating has fallen far 
below the standard required for 
maximum efficiency, 

Moreover, 
confess that they do not see how 
the Naxis can much longer meet 
their great requirements for 
heavy lubricating oils. 

They say the Germans must 
have had large reserves at the 


beginning of the war, but that} 


these must now be running very 
short. 

So far as our oi! engincers 
know, Germany has never found 
a substitute or synthetic process 
for lubricating oils, They believe 
that it simply cannot be done and 
point out that all of Europe's 
lubricating oils have always been 
produced with imported crude 
oils, the highest quality of which 
all comes from the western hem- 
isphere, 

No substantial amount of lub. 
ricating oil is produced in the 
whole Persian Gulf area. So even 
if the Nazis launch a drive for 
Mosul and Anglo-Persian fields, 
their problem will still not be 
solved, 

There is little information 
about the lubricating oils pro- 
duced in the Caucasus, If there is 
any great amount in the Baku 
fields, that might well be an ine 
dication as to the direction Hitler 
may try to strike this year, 

In any case, the sources of

cating oil, 

The winter campaign which the 
Nazis have been forced to fight 
in Russia is estimated by experts 
to have eaten up a great deal 
more than Hitler ever expected. 

As a result, the Nazis must fight 
for oil this Spring and Summer, 
for the demands of their great 
mechanized war machine, spread 
out all over continental Europe 
and Russia, are certainly enor- 
mous. 

By Autumn, these demands 
might well become desperate. 

Plot out the world’s supplies of 
oil, particularly lubricating oil, 
and you will have a rough idea 
of where Hitler will strike sooner 
or later, 

Japan’s Supplies 

Although the Japanese now

still have not won their battle for 
oil, Like Nazi Germany, Japan 
too is desperately fighting time—

The important subject of food 
combinations is one which 
the attention of both the sick and 
the well, In preparing the meal, or

in selecting food in a restaurant, it) 


is necessary to combine the differ- 
ent foods so that they will be cor- 
rect from the standpoint of phy- 
siologica] chemistry: that is, mix- 


tures agreeing with each other must | 


be used. 

It must be understood that it is 
mot what we eat indiscriminately 
which supplies our bodies, but what 
we digest and assimilate and con- 
vert into tissue. Even though the 
most wholesome food ig used, as 
Jong as it is improperly mixed with 


other foods 80 that there is a con-/ 


slant battle going on between the 
different foodstuffs, the body will! 
be unable to extract the full nour- 
ishment it requires; at least, not 
without a great expenditure of en- 
ergy. In the human digestive sys* | 
tem, foods must be. considered from 
the standpoint of proper axreement | 
during the chemical digestion oc- | 
curring in the digestive tract. | 

The most practical plan is to use 
one strongly nourishing food at a} 
meal, in combination with other! 
foods which combine well, are more 
easily digested, and fill up in an 
adequate manner. The two most) 
important kinds of food, and those | 
which are the most nourishing, are 
the proteins and the starches and it 
seems a good plan not to use them 
both at the same meal. Possibly the 
simplest manner in which to set 
forth the way of using these foods is 
to discuss the proteins separately, 
giving you my point of view as to | 
how this kind of food may be used 
to best advantage 

Meat is the principal protein food 
and is probably needed by the body 
more than any other foodstuff, If it 
is not used, then some other kind 
of protein must be substituted for 
it as protein is indispensable to liv- 
ing tissue, Meat is digested by hu- 
mans in much the same way as by 
the carnivorous animal, No change 
takes place in meat while it is in 
the mouth other than that it is 
broken up into smaller particles. 
Meat seems to be digested in the 
stomach just as easily in large pieces 
as though it were in small pieces 
The digestion of meat begins in the 
stomach and is almost entirely a 
chemical process, the meat being li- 
quefied by the chemicu! action of the 
gastrie juice upon it. Thus liquefied 
it is ready to pass into the small 
intestine. 

The digestive juice of the stomach 
is of an acid nature, and the diges- 
tive elements in th® gastric juice 
can act only in this acid medium. 
If starch is mixed with the meat, 
the starch will require an alkaline 
medium and will thus delay the di- 
gestion of the meat 

When carnivorous animals 
meat they devour the 
organs of their prey and thus secure 
additional elements. When mean eats 
meat, however, he discards certain 
paris end finds a substitute for them 
by adding the non-starchy veg- 
elables. These Jatter provide bulk 
to he used within the protein. This 
seems to be the wisest kind of meal 
to use when taking meat.
